Washington, D. 0., August 17—President Wilson today invited 


the presidents of the principal railroads of the country to come to 
Washington immediately to confer with him on the threatened rair- 
Tcad strike. Pending their arrival he does not plan to see the com- 
mittee of managers here, with whom he has been meeting. 


The president sent the following telegram to the leading rail- 


road presidents: 
. 


"Discussion of matters involved in the threatened strike has 


reached a point which makes it highly desirable that I should per- 
sonally confer with you at the earliest possible moment and with 


the presidents of any other railroads affected who may be imme- 
diately accessible. Hope you car. make it convenient to come to 


Washington at once." 


In case President Wilson finds that any of the railroad presi- 


dents cannot speak absolutely for their roads, he may invite to the 
White House the financiers who control them. Officials said today 
th»t the president wants to deal-with the-"ultimBte authoritr"~on 
both sides in order that negotiations may be conducted here.

Railroads Want 
To Arbitrate 


The president's action in asking 


for a conference with railroad 
presidents themselves is interpret- 
ed as meaning that the managers 
committee had refused finally to 
concede the eight-hour day as'the 
president's plan proposed and the 
question now is to 'be taken up 
with the heads of the railroad's 
themselves. The situation as it 
stood today was this: The rail- 
roads flatly refuse to concede the 
eight-hour day but are willing to 
arbitrate that question and all 
others before any 
tribunal . the

Some of the leaders of the men 


were planning to meet the de- 
mands of the • railroad managers 
tor an arbitration after insisting 
to President Wilson that 75 more 
[ines for which the railroad man- 
agers contend the}' have no au- 
thority to speak shall be included 
in the negotiations. 


In that way an old dispute be- 


tween the managers and the 
brotherhood officials 
would 
be 


opened and probably result in an 
inquiry into the ownership and 
control of the 75 roads • in ques- 
tion. 


Investigation will prove, the 


employes representatives insist, 
that "the larger 
railroads for 


which the managers are acting 
control the majority of the small, 
er lines. 


Among the managers it was 


pointed out that the presidents 
have been constantly advised of 
the negotiations with President 
Wilson and the feeling prevailed 
that the attitude of the railroad 
heads was now the same as the 
managers' committee, 
although 


no one could forecast what effect 
a personal conference with the. 
president would have. The rail- 
road presidents are expected to 
make a strong plea for preserva- 
tion of the principle of arbitra- 
tion and will express their fear 
that if the present difficulty can- 
not be settled without it, there is 
little hope of its being successful 
in the future. 
Situation 
Is Grave 


In preparation for the 
confer- 


ence between President Wilson 
jud the 640 employes, chairs were

11,000 CASES OF INFANTILE 


PARALYSIS IN UNITED STATES 
Washington, D. C., August 17.—Measures to prevent further spread of infantile paralysis 


were discussed here today in a conference called by the public health service under the authority of 
congress for such councils in an epidemic of national danger. 


The conferees agreed their figures showed more than 11,000 
cases of infantile paralysis in 


the United States but that outside of New York, New Jersey, Connecticut and Pennsylvania, the 
situation practically was normal. 
Aside from the cases in the vicinity of New York City there 


was no specific evidence that the transmission of the disease could be traced back to the metropolis. 
The statistics showed that cases in persons older than 16 were rare, but not impossible. 


The exact figures from 38 states showed 11,117 cases, not confined to cities by any means. 


Many were reported on farms. Few suggestions were offered regarding the possible origin. 


Ohio was reported to have 166 cases of the disease, and West Virginia, 8. 


New York, August 17.—The epidemic of infantile paralysis' 


took a turn for the better again today, the third consecutive day 
showing a decrease in deaths and new cases. During the 24 hour 
period ending at 10 o'clock the plague killed 32 children and 121 
were stricken. This compares favorably with yesterday's figures 
which showed 34 deaths and 133 new cases.

DEATHS FROM SNAKE 


BITES ON INCREASE 
New York August 17— 


Deaths from snake bites in 
the United States are in- 
creasing, according to Ray- 
mond L. Ditmars, curator at 
the Bronx Zoological Park. 


"There are three or four 


deaths every year 
now," 


said Mr. Ditmars, "whereas 
four or ftve years ago it was 
rare to hear of more than 
one every other year. 
"The increase is in 
the 


timbered regions 
of 
the 


east. Here in the east peo- 
ple do not realize how com- 
mon poisonous snakes are. I 
think the copperheads and 
rattlesnakes are on the in- 
crease in the east, due to the 
second growth timber com- 
ing up." 


London,

north of Maurepas, where the 
French, yesterday, in conjunction 
with the' British," effected their 
most telling advance, 
capturing 


more than three-quarters of a 
mile of trenches. 


The new allied advance, north 


of the Somme, weakens the hold 
of the Germans on Guillemont 
and Maurep.as, which latter place 
the French already partly hold. 
Tile objective of the operation is 
the important railway point near 
Pcrrone, 
opposite which, south 


of the river; the French yesterday 
scored a gain in the region of Bel- 
loy-En-Santerre. 


"Today's official statement from 


the British war office reports the 
pushing forward of the British 
line west and southwest of Guille- 
mout, the report apparently cov- 
ering the operation announced by 
Paris last night. Further indica- 
tions of the stiffening of the Teu- 
tonic resistance to the Russian 
advance in GiUicia is contained in 
today's statement from Petro- 
grad which announces renewed 
counter-attacks by the Austro- 
German forces. 


The capture of 7,700 additional 


prisoners and 46 guns by General 
Brussilbff's armies is announced. 


Indications of important activ- 


ity in the Balkans are increasing.

Wilson delivered himself of 
his statement. 


The mayor had recommended 


that something be done at once 
to relieve the situation there. He 
said the dispute 
involves 
two 


properties there, the Jacob Zaph 
addition and the Sunnyside Real- 
ty company. He said that there 
seems to be a dispute over the 
location of Sunset avenue and that 
Twentieth street is closed at Sun- 
set avenue. He thought it high 
time for council to do something 
in the matter. 


Mr. "Wilson took up the sub- 


ject and speaking earnestly and 
weighing every word had this to 
say: 


"The Twentieth street proposi- 


tion was forcibly impressed upon 
me recently while out in an auto-

The ac- 
cident, however, caused me to be- 
gin an investigation of ray own. 


I found that the streets and alleys 
in the Zaph addition have not been 
dedicated to the city and that they 
are still private property, I also 
learned that at the last meeting of 
city council it had passed resolu- 
tions authorizing the construction 
of a sanitary sewer in the Zaph 
addition. This sewer therefore is 
on private ground. I came to the 
service director's office to enter 
a protest against the construction 
of this sewer. I found that the 
sewer had 'been constructed two 
or three weeks before the legisla- 
tion had been introduced in coun- 
cil and that it was constructed 
without the knowledge of city 
council and the service director. 
That looked to me like it was 
over-riding practically the thing 
that 'council is instituted for and 
why this sewer was constructed 
at the time without the necessary 
legislation somebody else will have 
to explain. I want to go on record 
as opposed to the construction of 
any sewer, water main, etc., on 
private ground at the expense of 
the city. I don't believe it is 
right. Those people can shut up 
those sewers at any time and any- 
one else wanting to make taps 
must get the permits from the 
property owner instead of the

The idea of the social survey, ac- 


cording to Miss Mark, is to arrive 
at some definite information con- 
cerning the extent of poverty in 
the city and the elements that arc 
responsible for it. 


Then, too, a general study will 


be made of the local charitable 
organizations and an outline pre- 
pared upon the scope of the work 
accomplished. 
The 
conclusion 


sought by the Associated Chari- 
ties is to establish a plan where- 
by the charity work in the city 
may be centralized so that maxi- 
mum results may be obtained from 
the energy expended.
